In a time of extraordinary con- 


fusion of moral and social values, 
when bewilderment characterizes 
the common mood, it is singular- 
ly opportune that the Interna- 
tional Uniform Sunday School les- 
sons, which are studied weekly 
by millions of persons, should Have 
assigned "Christian Standards of 
Life" as the general theme fo'r 
the last three months of the pres- 
ent year. 
This means old light 
on the new times. The uncertain- 
lies as to what is right and 
what is wrong will be cleared up 
for many muddled minds. 
This strangely unified world of 


ours wants more common stand- 
ards. That Is why the vogue of 
the metric system grows apace. 
Since the war, the use of the 
Gregorian 
Calendar has become 
almost universal. A unified world 
currency is bruited by the econ- 
omists. Even the tourist 
knows 
that all is not as it should be 
when a dollar means ofte value 
in the United States, and' another 
value across the imaginary bor- 
der in Canada; the same being 
true of the gallon. 


In the realm of human conduct 


the confusion is so great as to be 
chaotic. Dazed 
by 
the daring 
teachings of many professors and 
writers, which 
radically 
differ 


from the code of their parents, 
myriads of young people simply do 
not know what is right and what 
is wrong. The conflict of stand- 
ards leaves them 
befuddled 
in 


mind and in behaviour. Even the 
mo'st fundamental things, such as 
loyalty, chastity, and reverence, 
are matters of 
uncertainty to 
many. 


There Is a Rule Book 
This comes near 
to being a 
state of normal anarchy. 
With 


multitudes behaving as if there 
were no rules for the game of life, 
or worse, as if the rules could be 
changed in the midst of the game 
at the whim of the player, it IE 
important that we remind our- 
selves that 
there 
are certain 
standards which obtain In Chris- 
tian civilization. The rule book for 
the game of life is the' Bible^ 
It 
is far more than a book of rules; 
but it Is that also'. To its author- 
ity we must appeal. Instead of 
obedience, many 
persons 
offer 


only discussion; whereas the way 
to understand the book is to obey 
it. 


This series of lessons, which are 
an appeal to the authority of the 
Bible for the guidance of human 
life in its most fundamental prob- 
lems, cover a wide • range. 
They 


begin properly and basically, with 
the presonal devotional life of the 
individual. Then they wrestle, foi 
three weeks, with the life of the 
family, 
the home and 
children 
and some modern problems of the 
home. Acutely timely are the next 
lessons, upon^the Christian attitude 
toward law observance a.nd toward 
world 
peace. There should 
just 


now be cradkling interest in the 
succeeding one, on the problen 
of making a living. Problems o'l 
the stewardship of money and of 
life; and of getting along with 
other races, and of the use of 
leisure, close the course. All deal 
with 
life 
in 
the 
light 
of 
the 


Bible; and with the Bible in the 
light of to-day. 
This New World's Corner Stone 
So the first lesson in the series 


takes up the individual's personal 
devotional life. In a time when 
reformers are seeking to shape 
the world In the mass, It is im- 
portant that we have this insist- 
ence upon the old Anglo-Saxon 
idea, which is the corner-stone of 
New World 
civilization, 
of 
the 
primacy of the 
individual. 
Our 


method of approach, in the United 
States and 
Canada, to all the 


problems of government and of 
the social order, is to consider 
first the freedom and independence 
and development of the personal 
unit. These two nations were cre- 
ated 
by men and 
women who 


I were 
concerned 
primarily with 


the rights and 
opportunities of 


the individual. The modern ten- 
dency to stress class and group is 


wholly at variance with the basic 
conception of 
life 
in the 
New 


World. Our strength and our glory 
is in the growth df each person- 
ality into its highest capacity and 
expression. 
"Mass 
philosophy," 
which today looms large upon the 
world's horizon, is a menace to 
the very genius of our western 
life. In the Soul's Solitariness 


Political and social conceptions 


alone cannot create great individ- 
uals. The development is a soli- 
tary experience, as fresh and ori- 
ginal in each instance as if it had 
never been achieved by another. 
The important part tit every per- 
son's life is that which nobody 
else knows anything about. 
The 


musings of the mind, the feelings 
of the heart, the aspirations of 
the soul—these are what make or 
mar us. 


Two key phrases, appearing in 


this lesson, may be said to char- 
acterize the New Testament and 
Christianity — "When 
thou hast 
shut thy door;" and "The Father 
which seeth in secret." In 
the I 


timeis of the spirit's solitude, when I 
all the world is shut out, and 
one's nearest and dearest are un- 
able to share the experience, there 
grows that personal relation with 
God which is essential 
religioti. 
Jesus Himself practiced this truth 
which He taught. He secured se- 
clusion for His spirit by mid- 
nights on the mountains. He was 
never too tired after the day's 
grind of labor, to go apart for 
the cultivation of His prayer life. 


Among certain native Christians 


of Africa it is said to be the 
usage for each man to have his 
own spot of retreat In the forest 
for his daily quiet hour, alone 
with God. And when this is neg- 
lected, and the way thereto un- 
trodden and overgrown, the elders 
remind 
him, by 
the 
fo'rmula, 


"Brother thy path is green." When 
grass and weeds grow up on the 
path to private prayer, they de- 
velop also within the hidden life 
of the believer, thy path is green." 
When grass private devotions, un- 
known to all but 
"the Father 


which seeth in secret" can keep 
the religious 
life 
vigorous and 


functioriing. 


Press-Agented 
Religion 


Apparently, the Pharisees, who 


were the professional religionists 
of Jesus' day, believed in publicity. 
They let all the world know of 
their piety. Public performance of 
their private devotions was the 
rule. Against this Jesus uttered a 
protest. Praying is a'n intimate 
matter between a human spirit 
and 
the Almighty. This 
makes 


even the necessary prayers o'n a 
public occasion a peril to the man 
who makes them. Dr. Theodore 
Cuyler xised to tell of the 
man 


who 
"made the 
most 
eloquent 


prayer ever addressed to a Boston 
audience." 


Confidential converse between a 


child and the Father is the Mas- 
ter's conception of prayer. It is 
not a matter of formulas, or of 
"vain 
repetitions;" 
it 
is 
I. 
-c 
speaking to heart. 


Two thoughts are central to the 


Model Prayer which Jesus gave us 
—kingdom concern, and a spirit 
of forgiveness. Devotion to 
the 


kingdom 
of God brings in 
its 
train a day-by-day ration of satis- 
faction for material needs; even 
as a soldier on service has his 
wants met by the 
government. 


Man's need of the 
kingdom Is 
really more vital than his need of 
bread. Which is a word for these 
times. 


Forgiveness must be a large fac- 


tor in life, from the place it holds 


I in The Lord's Prayer. It takes a 


deal of forgiving and of being for- 
given, to get along in this world 
or the next. Unless ye learn to

Incendiary fires 


(An Editorial) 


Incendiary fires in Corsicana, a serious problem 


for a number of months, have become a very real- 
istic and present menace. 


It is a menace from which no business man or 


house holder is immune and one that seems to be 
growing rather than diminishing. 


Fire department officials and police have evi- 


dence that a number of recent fires have been of in- 
cendiary origin and several arrests followed the 
Grand theatre fire.' 


The latest attempt of the fire bug to destroy 


business property occurred Monday night when the 
second floor of the Daily Sun building was found 
soaked with kerosene and a twenty foot dynamite 
fuse already fired was rapidly eating its way to the 
oil. Ten minutes later and the building would have 
been a mass of flames. 


The Sun is at loss as to why an attempt should be 
made to destroy the plant. 


There possibly are some who at times disagree 


with the policy of the paper on various matters but 
the Sun has never considered it had any really ser- 
ious enemies—and none who would resort to such an 
act .of vandalism as to attempt to destroy the plant. 


The motive to incite such an act is absolutely 
missing so far as the Sun knows. 


The citizens of Corsicana are facing a very ser- 


ious «tuation. With a fire fiend at large no property 
is safe. Where the torch will be applied next is a 
matter of conjecture. 


Various theories have been advanced as to why 


and who might be behind what seems to be an or- 
ganized campaign to destroy property by fire in 
Cors.cana. Some express the opinion that it is some- 
thing more than a local affair—possibly state or in 
ract national. 


The attempt at the Sun office had all the ear 


marks of a professional. The Cunningham Brothers 
fire was a similar cne. Regardless of what may be 
back of it all those responsible must be apprehended 
before the property holder in Corsicana will rest 
well at night. 


Thoughtful people in Corsicana will give serious 


consideration to ways and means of immediately 
eliminating this menace to life and property—a men- 
ace that strikes cowardly in the dark—a menace 
that would kill if necessary—a menace ever present 
until those responsible are caught and punished. 


The thing we are trying to impress on the citi- 


zenship is that no one is safe as long as this fire 
fiend is at large.

HOME OF JUDGE tHAYER 


WHO SENTENCED RADICALS 


DEATH WRECKED BY BOMB 


WORCESTER, 
Mass., Sept. 27. 


—(#•)—The home of Jud.?'- T.rob- 
ster Thayer/ who presided at the 
celebrated case of the anarchists, 
Sacco and Vanzetti, who were ex- 
ecuted for murder in 1927, was 
destroyed by a terrific explosion 
shortly before dawn today. 


Judges Thayer, nV.hough virtually 
covered by debris, escaped unin- 
jured. 
Mrs. Thayer, 
who was 


burled in wreckage, was taken to 
a hospital where she was treated 
for lacerations and shock, while a 
maid. Miss Joan Ashe, was treat- 
ed at a hospital- for shock. 


Immediately afterward, authori- 


ties in Boston and its 
suburbs 


placed uniformed and plain cloth- 
ed guards around the homes of 
many 
persons 
who 
were 
In- 


volved in the Sacco-Vanzetti pros- 
ecution. These included the home 
of A. liawrence Lowell, president 
of 
Harvard 
University, 
on 
the 
Harvard campus. 
President Lo- 


well was one of a committee of 
three oppointed by the then Gov- 
ernor Alvan T. Fuller to determ- 
ine whether the anarchists 
had 


had a fair trail. 
The committee 


found that the evidence warrants 
a verdict of guilty. 


Governor Joseph B. Ely, upon 
hearing the news, hastened here 
immediately from 
his home . In 


Westfield 
after 
issuing a state^ 


ment in which, by implication, he 
attributed the explosion to bomb- 
ers and promised every resource 
of the state "to apprehend the 
culprits." 


State and local police assigned 


to the Investigation worked imme- 
ditely upon the supposition that 
bombers were responsible. 


A neighbor told police she saw 


an automobile stop near the Thay- 
er home shortly before the ex- 
plosion. 
A man got n-*, walked 


to the rear of the Thayer hous, 
returned and sped away, she said. 
William G. Thompson, one of the 


counsel for Sacco and Vanzetti, 
interviewed in Boston, said

R. F. Williams, Fort Worth, of 


the orchard and nursery inspec- 
tion division State department of 
agriculture, has been in Corslcana 
and Navarro county during the 
past week 
inspecting nurseries, 


floral establishments and orchards. 


Mr. Williams reported the old- 


er orchards in the county are 
diseased and in a bad condition, 
as a result of injuries to the up- 
per limbs damaged by the heavy 
hall last spring. He said the hall 
caused 
incisions 
in 
the 
tender 


limbs, and a canker, known as 
"bacterosl pruni" set up, and has 
spread rapidly. 
Trees with this trouble can be 


cured by being dehorned, or cut 
back this winer beyond the hail 
injuries, and in the spring will 
put on a new growth. Mr. Wil- 
liams recommended that the old 
limbs that are diseased be burn- 
ed to prevent the infection from 
spreading. 


This trouble is prevelent most- 


ly, he said, in peach, plum and 
cherry trees, and only the upper 
and tender limbs of these were 
damaged—the trunks of the trees 
hnincr strone- enouch to withstand 


the hail. He said this condition 
exists only in older orchards ot 
the county, and that local floral 
establishments and nurseries nrs 
in good condition.
